Britton was cut 
down unconscious with one trouser 
leg tied around his neck and the 
other tied to a bar In his high cell 
window late Friday afternoon. Later 
lie tried to hang himself with hts 
belt and his shirt 
A nail broken 
from the cell wall and a sharp-edged 
syrup can were used unsuccessfully 
by the negro in efforts to cut iii 
ti i mat.

Britton was arrested on the Har­

midway 
between 
Heidlersburg and Gettysburg by a 
state police officer who was coing 
to Heidlersburg to investigate an 
accident.

I enroute gave him a description of 
a car wanted for leaving Hie acci­ 
dent scene after a hit-and-run col­ 
lision shortly before noon. 
The negro submitted 
to arrest 
without offering any resistance He 
and the three other occupants were 
unhurt in the unusual crash as they 
drove toward Washington, D C 
The trouble at the Heldlersbuig 
crossing began about ll a. rn Fri­ 
day when the brakes on a heavily 
loaded tomato truck operated by 
Donald Garretson.

(It is possible that the Okinawa dispatch may have been 
referring to another and heretofore unannounced postpone­ 
ment, or that the time lag in communications between the 
advanced Okinawa base near the typhoon front and Mac­ 
Arthur’* headquarters resulted in the confusion between 
dispatches from Okinawa and Manila. 
(M acArthur’* announcements on occupation dates have 
generally lagged behind other sources, The advance landing, 
originally set for Sunday, was first reported by Tokyo.
